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1 . Applicant has suggested an interference pursuant to 37 CFR 41 .202(a) in a 
communication filed 6/12/2002. 

2. Applicant failed to (1 ) identify all claims the applicant believes interfere, and/or (2) 
propose one or more counts, and/or (3) show how the claims correspond to one or more 
counts. See 37 CFR 41 .202(a)(2) and MPEP § 2304.02(b). 

2.1 . The applicant should provide a two-way obviousness analysis to show how the 
claims (37-53) correspond to a count taking into consideration that each count must 
describe a patentably distinct invention (the pending claims 37-53 are not all distinct 
inventions that correspond to different counts i.e. each count of the pending application 
is not a patentably distinct invention), see CFR 41 .207(b)2. 

3. Applicant failed to provide a claim chart comparing at least one claim of each 
party corresponding to the count. See 37 CFR 41 .202(a)(3) and MPEP § 2304.02(c). 
3.1 The applicant should provide for each count, a claim chart comparing at least 
one claim of each party corresponding to the count and show why the claims interfere 
within the meaning of 37 CFR 41 .203(a). 

4. Applicant failed to provide a detailed explanation as to why applicant will prevail 
on priority. See 37 CFR 41 .202(a)(4), (a)(6), (d) and MPEP § 2304.02(c). 

4.1 . The applicant should explain in details why the applicant will prevail on priority. 
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5. The applicant should submit a new set of claims that show the status of each 
claims, i.e. original, withdrawn, canceled, etc.
